Theme park 
developers 
say wildfire 
delayed __— 
financing

Developers, for the $161 anit: 
lion theme park planned south 
of Grayling, said the wildfire 
that damaged some of the prop 
erty where the project is pro- 
posed to be located has caused 
delays in finalizing financing. - 

Developers and Grayling area 
officials hoped that the Natural 
Resources Commission (NRC) 
would consider the sale of 1,800 
acres of land for the theme park 
on its Thursday, May 8, agenda: 

Patrick Crosson, a project 


manager for Axiom 
Entertainment, has proposed to 
build the $161 million 


Mainstreet America, Inc., theme 
park on 1,800 acres of land 
located east of I-75 and north of 
Four Mile Road. 

The wildfire, which started in 
an area east of I-75, north of the 
Four Mile Road rest area, on 
April 24, destroyed 1,345 acres 
of land, and has delayed the 
property purchase request, 
developers claim. 

Developers and representa- 
tives from the Remington 
Financial Group, a Philadelphia

Grayling Recreation 
Authority rolls forward 
with new recreation plan

Grayling Recreation Authority 
officials kicked off the process to 
update Crawford County’s recre- 
ation plan last week. 

The Grayling Recreation 
Authority gathered representa- 
tives from the City of Grayling, 
the six townships in Crawford 
County and other recreation 
groups to begin its process to 
update the recreation plan. 

A recreation plan is required 
in order to apply for grants 
through the Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) for 
funding. 

The last county recreation plan 
was written in 1997, by former 
Crawford County Environmental 
Monitor Pat Merrill. The plan 
was amended in 1999, 

Chris Jones, the chairman of 
the Grayling Recreation 
Authority Board of Directors, 
said the plan is required to be 
updated every five years. 

A public input meeting for the 
recreation plan will be held from 
7 p.m. to 9 p.m. on Thursday, 
May 29, in the Grayling High 
School cafeteria. 

Representatives from city, 
township and recreation groups 
will have tables and displays of 
their current and future recre- 
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ational initiatives on hand for the 
public to view as they gather 
their input. 

Recreation stakeholders who 
are involved with the plan update 


include 4-H, Grayling Little 


League, the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery, Grayling Redskins, 
the Crawford County Historical 
Society, Lake Margrethe 
Property Owners Association, 
Boy Scout/Cub Scout, Crawford 
AuSable Soccer Association, 
AuSable Valley Snowmobile 
Association, the Non-Motorized 
Trail Committee and Weilington 
Farm, USA. 

Representatives representing 
archery, canoeing, trout fishing, 
cross county skiing and lodging 
are also involved in the planning 
process, 

A survey is also being distrib- 
uted to county residents. The 
survey seeks to obtain informa- 
tion regarding the recreational 
interests of county residents and 
their families and what recre- 


ational facilities they use. The. 


survey also seeks input on 
improvetnents that need to be 
made to recreational facilities in 
the county, as well as new and

the years since the building was : 
closed. 

A $13,000 local match will be: 
required for the project. 

Last year, the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery Steering Committee 
received a $20,000 grant td 
remove asbestos from the build- 
ing, so that is not a health hazard. 

Funds left over from that grant 
will be used to replace a foot 
bridge on the fish hatchery 
grounds. An entrance where the 
building comes together will also, 
be repaired and reconfigured, 
making it so the interior is not 
prone to water damage.

The initial fish hatchery build’ 
ing was built in 1919, The cur-’ 
rent fish hatchery building was 
built in 1948. ,

state to open the hatchery after it,

EXECUTIVES FROM the five 
biggest oil companies appeared 
before a congressional commit- 
tee a few weeks ago, pleading 
with congress not to fool around 
with the $18 billion in annual tax 
subsidies they now enjoy. 

“Stable tax policies” are need- 
ed to “encourage needed invest- 
ments,” argued the oil men, so 
the $18 billion subsidy, designed 
to encourage exploration and 
development, should stay. The 
big shots were from Exxon- 
Mobil, Royal Dutch Shell, BP,

oil companies’ ever-growing 
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Reminded that the five biggest 


profits reached $123 billion last 
year, earning 8.4 cents per dollar 
of business, one oil industry 
leader explained that “our earn- 
ings, though high in absolute 


terms, need to be viewed in the 
context of the scale and cyclical, 
long-term nature of our industry 
as well as the huge investment 
requirements.” 

Well, okay. But what about the 
guy at the pump, who’s paying 
$72 for a fill-up? How about the 


scale of his overall spending, and . 


cyclical, long-term nature of his 
financial well-being? What about 
his own “huge investment 
requirements,” including food 
and housing and clothing, and 
maybe sending his kids to col- 
lege? Should he pay more, so big 
oil can rack up higher profits? 

According to a 
Associated Press article citing 
Department of Energy sources, 
crude oil makes up about 58 per- 
cent of the cost of gas at the 
pump, while refining takes up 17 
percent, taxes 15 percent, distrib- 
ution and retail (including credit 
card fees) 9 percent, and the 
remaining 1 percent as store 
income. 

If the big oil companies would 
accept even a small percentage 
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recent | 


cut in their record profits, and 
pass along that relief to the payer 


at the pump, the companies (and . 


their stockholders) would not be 
harmed greatly, while the motor- 
ing public would welcome the 
improvement. 

Will it happen? Probably not. 

* * * 

IN THIS ELECTION year, 
politics and gas prices cannot be 
separated, 

Sen. John McCain, Republican 
nominee-in-waiting, was the first 
presidential candidate to weigh 
in with “a plan.” 

Sen. McCain proposed a mora- 
torium on the federal gas tax 
through the summer months to 
provide at least temporary relief 
for drivers during the traditional 
holiday season. He did not men- 
tion how or if his plan would 
replace that revenue. 

Sen. Hillary Clinton, strug- 
gling for voter and delegate sup- 
port in the tough Democratic pri- 
mary for presidential nomination, 
jumped in with her own morato- 
rium to cut the federal gas tax for 


the summer. Unlike the McCain 
“plan,” Ms. Clinton’s “plan” is 
somehow to make the oil compa- 
nies pay the tax, although she is 
not specific as to how that will be 
done. 

Ms. Clinton’s Democratic 
rival, Sen. Barack Obama, dis- 
misses both ideas as pandering to 
the voters and inconsequential, 
amounting to only a few dollars 
of reiief for the guy at the pump. 

Some state leaders, in 
Michigan and in other states, 
have suggested a similar morato- 
rium on state gas taxes, again for 
momentary relief for the suffer- 
ing public. 

So far, nothing has been adopt- 
ed along these lines, and proba- 
bly will not be. 

It makes good political fodder 
for office seekers, however. In a 
word, the moratorium ideas are 
all political gas. 

* * * 

SO WHAT happens? Gas 
prices at the pump will continue 
to fluctuate in response to the 
irreversible rules of supply and 


demand. The guy at the pump is 
caught between limited supply 
and increased demand. 

The answer is larger supply, or 


smaller demand. We must find 


more Oil, or use less of it, or most 
likely, strike a balance between 
the the two. 
However, gas prices at the 
pump likely will not return to the 
levels with which American 
motorists were most comfortable, 
in the neighborhood of a dollar a 


gallon. 


And they never will get back to 
the level of my youth, when gas 
was 15 or 20 cents a gallon, anda 
couple of bucks would fill the 
tank. 

Those days are long gone, and 
hopefully the days of $4 or $5 per 
gallon soon will be long gone, 
too. |

Local letter carriers act to end hunger 


The Grayling and Frederic 
letter carriers will tote heavier 
loads Saturday, May 10, when 
they gather food donations for 
the needy from Crawford 
“County families. “Stamp Out 
Hunger,” a program of the 
National Association of Letter 
‘Carriers (NALC), is the nation’s 
“largest single-day food drive, 
collecting more than 765 mil- 
lion pounds of food since its 
‘inception in 1993.

Nancy Gazan and Marian 
Whittenberg, whose husbands 
worked at Camp Lavictor, a 
youth detention facility that 
served as the predecessor for 
Camp Shawano, came up with 
the idea to start the preschool in 
1966. Combining their efforts, 
the two women began writing to 
other _Preschools and meeting 
with ‘representatives from the 
Michigan Council _ of: 
Cooperative Nurseries. By-laws 
were developed, licensing 
requirements were met and hun- 
dreds of other tasks were com- 
pleted to get the preschool estab- 
lished, 
.' The Grayling Cooperative 
Nursery Schoo] became a reality 
in 1967. The first classroom met, 
at the Michelson Memorial 
United Methodist Church. 
‘ There was very little equip- 
ment, and much of it was either 
donated or borrowed. 
‘ ‘Bernie Dosch, ‘whose children 
Paula and Karla attended the 
school, was also instrumental in 
founding the school. Dosch was 
completing her master’s degree 


in elementary education, and as a. 


young mother, wanted her chil- 

dren to have the experience of 

_ early childhood education. 
“Mothers and parents raised and 

pinched pennies to add a little 

equipment each year, — 

- “It was pretty spartan because 

we didn’t have any money to 

seed it,’ Dosch said. 

Along with learning | their 


shapes, colors, numbers and let- fF 


‘ters, the children learned to play 
together at the preschool with 
children other than their siblings. 

“The most import thing that 
they learned is to get along 
‘together, to play together and to 
‘work together,’ Gazan said. “The 
children enjoyed it very much 
‘and I know that the moms did.” 

In 1974, the Grayling 
Cooperative Nursery, through 
‘continued support of parents and 
the community, incorporated and 
purchased their own. building. 
The modular unit was placed on 
‘Plum Street, on property owned 
by the Crawford AuSable School 
District. 

Marilyn Rosi, who moved to 
Grayling with her family from 
lowa City in 1974, said the pre- 
school served as an ideal location 
to get acquainted with the com- 
munity. 

_ “That’s where I made some of 
my long-term friends and some 
of the friendships my children 
developed at preschool they car- 
ried through elementary school,

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Higher gas prices fuel more drive-offs

With gas prices climbing 
towards $4 a gallon, the tempta- 
tion to speed away without pay- 
‘ing can be strong. | 

Some gag station patrons are 
‘giving into that temptation, said 
Col. Peter Munoz, director of 
.the State Police. 

“With drive-offs, we do notice 
un increase as the price goes 
up,” Munoz said. 

Gas station attendants are 
stepping up measures to prevent 
drive-offs, Munoz said. 

. “A lot of merchants are 
- installing more cameras to try to 
‘identify the driver or the license 
‘ plate,” he said. “Some of them 
in high-crime areas are chang- 
‘ing their policy to require pay- 
ment before pumping, usually 


after dark.” 

The number of drive-offs is 
difficult to determine since they 
are classified with other larceny 
charges, said State Police public 
affairs representative Melody 
Kindraka. 

The theft of gas drives the 
price up more for honest con- 
sumers, said Mark Griffin, pres- 
ident of the Michigan Petroleum 
Association. 

“The station pays for the fuel 
up front,” Griffin said. “When 
the customer drives away with- 
out paying, the gas station has to 
eat that cost. Since it’s unreim- 
bursed, it raises the price of gas 
for everyone else.” 

Some gas stations, like an 
Admiral gas station in Lansing, 
are already seeing an increase in 
drive-offs. 


Typically, manager Ronda 
Schiebero says that three or four 
patrons leave without paying 
each week. 

When asked if such crimes 
are occurring more frequently, 
Schiebero said “Absolutely. It’s 
crazy.” 

In addition to making all cus- 
tomers pre-pay after 11 p.m., 
Schiebero says she tries to mon- 
itor vehicles as best she can to 
prevent gas theft. 

“We basically keep an eye on 
the pump, try to get a descrip- 
tion of the vehicle and a license 
plate number if we can,” 
Schiebero said. “Then we report 
the problem to the police.” 

In some areas, drive-offs 
aren’t a huge problem, said Sgt. 
David Koch of the Alpena 
Police Department. 


“We get maybe four or five a 
month,” Koch said. “More often 
than not, it’s usually someone 
who forgets to pay and comes 
back. 

“But if tt reaches $4, it could 
get worse,” he warned. 

Convictions for stealing gas 
have been rising steadily for the 
past few years. 

In 2007, there were 123 con- 
victions statewide, an increase 
from 2006 with LOL convictions 
and 2005 with 86 convictions, 
according to the Secretary of 
State’s office. Numbers for 
2008 to date were not available. 

A first offense can result in a 
six-month suspended license, 
and a second offense results ina 
one year suspension, according 
to the Secretary of State’s 
office.

“It’s a very old tradition ah the 
process has not changed much in 
the last century,” Thomas said. 
“However, some industry produc- 
ers have added new technology to 
streamline the process. The end 
result is the same.” 

There are an estimated 500 
commercial maple syrup produc- 
ers in the state, with some 2,000 
hobby or home use producers, 
Thomas said. 

Tom Casier of Traverse City has 


been perfecting his brand of 


Michigan Gold for 12 years. He 
owns a “sugar bush,” or syrup- 
making stand, with 4,500 individ- 
ual taps, or spigots, which he 
inherited after a friend’s retire- 
ment. 

“The market has gone fies 
the roof,’ Casier said. “My year 
was good, bul my sugar bush 
using newer technology definitely 
performed better.” 

Casier said the season was 
longer this year, but it’s impossi- 


ble to predict next year’s season . 


because Michigan’s weather is so 
variable. According to the associa- 


tion, ideal weather includes warm 
sunny days and freezing cold 
nights. The season usually starts 
in February and ends in early 
April. 

“Our 2007 season was over 
before this year’s started,” Casier 
said. “We had about six days to 
produce our yearly amount of 
syrup. This year, we had two 
whole weeks. But our seasons 


’ overall have gotten shorter,” 


Because costs have gone up 
everywhere, Casier said it’s 
important for him, as well as for 
other sugar bush owners, to buy 
locally as much as possible. 


“I’ve actually switched some of 
‘my equipment costs to local deal- 


ers, and I’m saving about $1,500 a 
year,” Casier said. “Right there, 
I’ve reduced shipping costs.” 

Though the season has been 
fruitful, Casier said he’s still con- 
cerned about actually making a 
profit because of rising fertilizer 
and container costs, 

“They say farmers are getting 
better deals, but I’m a bit con- 
cerned,” Casier said. “If you want

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Expansion of bottle refunds offered for approval again

Picking up roadside trash 
may soon become a lucrative 
business, should a revived pro- 
posal pass. 

The latest version — proposed 
by Rep. Mark Meadows, D-East 
Lansing, - would expand 
Michigan’s bottle refund law to 
include most packaged bever- 
age containers. That would 
mean almost everything from a 
water botUle to an energy drink 
could be exchanged for a dime. 

Some products would be 
excluded, such as milk and 
dairy drinks, which Meadows 
described as basic food items. 

In a 2002 campaign debate, 
Gov. Jennifer Granholm pro- 
posed the state should expand 
the law to include tea and juice 
containers. State Sen. Michael 
Switalski, D-Roseville, has a 
nearly identical bill that is 
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stalled in the Senate. 

It’s not a new idea, 

The idea has come under 
harsh criticism from some in the 
business community, mainly 
those that would be responsible 
for handling all the new empty 
containers. 

“We’re not the rubbish collec- 
tion agency in the state of 
Michigan,” said Edward Deeb, 
president of the Michigan Food 
and Beverage Association, 

Deeb said the proposed law 
would unduly burden conven- 
ience and grocery stores that are 
already under pressure from 
state and federal laws to keep 
spic and span. 

He said the proposal wouldn’t 
require, just as the existing law 
doesn’t require, that the con- 
tainers be returned clean. 

But Meadows said, “No one 
forces them to sell this stuff. If 
they are going to sell it, they 
need to be responsible.” He was 
referring to the requirement that 


says a store must take back any 
deposit container it sells. 

Deeb has an alternative plan: 
tax each shopper one penny per 
shopping trip to the store and 
use the money to fund a 
statewide recycling center that 
could handle everything from 
bottles to newspapers to scrap 
metal. 

The container refund law was 
enacted by a voter referendum 
in 1976. In 2006 alone — the last 
year for which data was avail- 
able —more than $415 million in 
bottle returns was collected in 
the state, according to the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality, which would equate to 
about 41.5 billion cans and bot- 
tles. 

Gayle Miller, legislative coor- 
dinator for the Michigan chap- 
ter of the Sierra Club, said her 
organization strongly favors 
expansion of the container law 
and ‘has pushed previously to 
get similar measures passed. 


Miller said the “issue goes 
beyond trying to clean up the 
roadside, but could also be a 
solution to the state’s troubled 
economic condition. 

She said strong incentives to 
recycle and not add _ to 
Michigan’s landfills provide 
Opportunities to create jobs. 

“We need to take recyclable 
materials out of the waste 
Stream and use them to make 
new things,” she said. “We can 
sell this stuff for profit rather 
than send this to the landfill.” 

In response to Deeb’s criti- 
cism that such a law would be 
unfeasible for many stores to 
handle, she said, ‘Just to say it’s 
too hard is not an answer.” 

Meadows’ bill, cosponsored 
by Rep. Kathleen Law, D- 
Gibraltar, is in committee. 
Switalski’s bill was introduced 


Jast January and was referred to 


the Senate Natural Resources 
and Environmental Affairs 
Committee. 


Drunken bar patrons can stay until they sober up or get ride

When customers get intoxi- 
cated at Pomorski’s Tavern, 
Warren Smith wants to keep 
them safe. 


Smith, owner of Pomorski’s . 


in Ludington, said he doesn’t 
think the bar’s responsibility to 
its patrons stops when the drinks 
stop flowing. 

A new law allows bars like 
Pomorski’s to keep intoxicated 
patrons inside while they sober 
up or wait for a ride after 
they’ve been refused service. 
The law passed unanimously in 
both the House and Senate earli- 
er this year. 


“If we feel they’ve had one 
too many drinks — whether it’s 
us serving thern or someone else 
— we make arrangements for 
them to get home,” Smith said. 

In some cases, if the person

Guidelines for outdoor businesses 
in downtown Grayling approved

With the finishing touches of 
the City of Grayling’s $1.3 mil- 
lion streetscape project planned 
to take place this month, officials 
have adopted guidelines to allow 
businesses to use the sidewalks 
for retail and restaurant opera- 
tions, 

The Grayling City Council, at 
its regular meeting last week, 
adopted open air commerce dis- 
trict guidelines which apply to 
the proprietors in the central 
business district on Michigan 
Avenue, 

The goal of the open air com- 
merce district guidelines is to 
allow retail and restaurant opera- 
tors to expand their operations 
and create more business in 
downtown Grayling. 

“When people see others gath- 
ered downtown, they’re naturally 
going to be attracted to it and are 
going to come down to see what 
is going on,” Grayling City 
Manager David Thayer said. “We 


hope the fresh, new look will 
help draw more people down- 
town, and they will then go into 
the stores and shops to see what 
they have to offer.” 

Under the guidelines, retail 
businesses in the central business 
district are allowed to use the 
sidewalks directly fronting their 
business for retail use as an 
extension of their existing busi- 
ness. Sales and displays, howev- 
er, must be similar to goods and 
services that are sold inside their 
business, 

Retailers must maintain a visi- 
bly clear pedestrian walkway on 
the sidewalk, of eight feet, for the 
public to transverse. . 

“Tf pedestrians are at one end 
of the street, they need to have a 
clear view to the other end of the 
street,” Thayer said. 

Restaurants, participating in 
outdoor café dining, shall place 
all tables and chairs in an orderly 
fashion. Use of umbrellas must 


“not interfere with the passage of 


pedestrians on the walkway. 


Restaurant operations also must 
comply with Health Department 
standards. . 

Use of the open air commerce 
district on the sidewalk must be 
promptly maintained for cleanli- 
ness to promote sanitary condi- 
tions and to avoid blowing litter. 

All displays and equipment 
used on the sidewalks must be 
removed daily unless a special 
use permit is issued by the city 
manager. Fencing to divide off 
areas of the sidewalk is not 
allowed. 

Space in front of a building in 
the central business district may 
not be leased to others. Peddlers 


~ are also not allowed to use any 


open space commerce district 
area without a special use permit 
issued by the city manager. 

Use of sandwich style signs 
must not impede the pedestrian 
walkway. Other signage must 
comply with the city’s sign ordi- 
nance. . 

Failure to follow the guidelines 
will result in the loss of the priv- 


ilege to use the open space com- 
merce district fronting their busi- 
ness, 

In other action, the city council 
agreed to buy 12 park benches, at 
a cost of $7,700, as added ameni- 
ties for the streetscape project. 
The benches will provide a rest 
area for shoppers and tourists and 
a waiting area for people while 
their companions are shopping. 

“The Downtown Development 
Authority thought the benches 
were a nice addition to the proj- 
ect, especially when we’re trying 
to promote pedestrian usage,” 
Thayer said. 

The planting of oak trees for 

the project will take place this 
week. 
. The final coat of asphalt will 
be applied to the two blocks of 
Michigan Avenue east of James 
Street after area asphalt plants 
open for the road construction 
season on May 15. 

“Our goal is to have everything 
done by Memorial Day,” Thayer 
said. 


Grayling students excel on state education assessments 


The Crawford AuSable School 
District’s (CASD) third through 
ninth grade students took their 
Michigan Educational 
Assessment Program - (MEAP) 
tests last October, and recently 
were informed that they sur- 
passed the area average on 25 of 
the 28 assessments and surpassed 
the State of Michigan on 21 of 
the 28 assessments. 

These results mark the third 
straight year of significant 
improvement in student achieve- 
ments at Crawford AuSable 
Schools.

They provide 
the teachers with tools to identify 
achievement gaps, set individual- 
ized and classroom goals, and 
then design individualized 
instruction. The 6+1 Writing 
Traits, along with Writers’ 
Workshop, provides the teachers 
and the students with the tools to 
be effective communicators, 
which is essential to higher order 
thinking. 

The Crawford AuSable teach- 
ers are now in the process of ana-

Experts told Professor Higbee ' 
that reprints were impossible, ©” 
because the maps were printed in 
non-photographic blue, 

Then, in 1991, at the age of 91, 
Howard Higbee's dream came true. 
Computers made K possibleto 
reprint the map. Holding an updat- 
ed map, Howard sald, “| never 
thought I'd live to see this day.” 

Then, by combining Professor 
Higbee’s knowledge with computer 
technology—the STREAM & LAKE
